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Board amends 
schl. calendar; 
budget aired 



Ice storm cripples area; thousands lose power, 
schools still closed; cleanup could take weeks

The Morgan County Board of Edu- 
cation during a special Jan. 26 meeting 
amended the 2008-2009 school calen- 
dar to reflect days recently missed for 
inclement weather. 

Superintendent of Schools Joe Dan 
Gold said on Monday that the board 
voted to hold classes on Feb. 16 
(President’s Day) and May 19 to make 
up for previous school cancellations. 

“I estimate that closing day is now 
bumped up to June 16 or 17,” Gold said. 
“We will be able to project at the next 
board meeting whether we should take 
spring break to make up days that have 
been missed.” 

Gold also said that fallen trees result- 
ing from last week’s ice storm have hin- 
dered school operations. 

“There are many roads that are pass- 
able to cars but not school buses,” Gold 
said. “We are currently cooperating with 
the county to get these roads cleared so 
that buses can travel on them.” 

In other business, board members 
discussed a preliminary budget for the 
2009-2010 school year that could in- 
clude significant personnel and/or pro- 
gram cuts. 

“Possible scenarios indicate that next 
year’s budget may be very tight,” Gold 
said. “We are not expecting much in- 
crease in revenues, and there could be 
cuts totaling $200,000-$300,000. This is 
all based on preliminary information; we 
don’t know what will happen in the leg- 
islature.” 

Before adjournment, the board ap- 
proved the following reports and re- 
quests: 

• A report from East Valley Elemen- 
tary School Principal Tommy Potter re- 
garding academic improvement plans. 

• A nutrition and physical activity 
report card. 

• An approved out-of-state travel re- 
quest for Morgan Central fifth graders 
to Ripley, Ohio, as part of their Under- 
ground Railroad studies. 

• An approved resolution of accep- 
tance for HOPE funds including $5,000 
for abstinence education, and $50,000 
to study the possibility of a drug treat- 
ment program.

Morgan County, along with 60 other 
Kentucky counties was declared a fed- 
eral disaster area following an ice stor 
that cut across a wide swath of the Mid- 
West Jan. 27-28 and left more than a 
million homes and businesses without 
electric power. State officials reported 
that more than 600,000 Kentucky cus- 
tomers were without electric on Thurs- 
day of last week and power has yet to 
be restored in many areas.. 

In this area, more than 5,000 Lick- 
ing Valley RECC and AEP customers 
were affected and many remained with- 
out electric though this week. 

The storm, which produced an inch- 
thick coating (or more) of ice, sent thou- 
sands of trees and countless tree limbs 
crashing to the ground, onto power lines, 
and across roadways throughout the 
area, leaving communities without lights 
and heat and blocking traffic on roads 
and lanes. 



Licking Valley RECC General Man- 
ager Kerry Howard said on Friday that 
power is expected to be restored 100 
percent in Morgan County by the middle 
or end of this week. 

“We already have power restored to 
50 percent of our members,” Howard 
said. “There are approximately 75 
people working around the clock, in- 
cluding our servicemen, some office per- 
sonnel, contractor crews and a volunteer 
co-op crew from North Carolina.” 
Fallen trees have hindered mainte- 
nance progress for service crews. 

“It has been difficult for the us to get 
to some areas because of trees blocking 
the roads,” Howard said. “The county 
road crew and people in the neighbor- 
hoods have been helping cut the trees to 
clear the way for us.” 

Howard advised local citizens to stay 
away from power lines and to call an 
electrician in the event of an emergency. 
“We will be energizing these lines

Fiscal court inks 
resolution seeking 
stimulus funding 

The Morgan County Fiscal Court 
during a special meeting on Thursday, 
Jan. 29, approved a resolution request- 
ing, along with all other Kentucky coun- 
ties, $120 million in federal stimulus 
package funding for Kentucky’s county 
governments. 

Judge Executive Tim Conley said that 
$1 million would be appropriated to each 
of the 120 Kentucky counties for road 
improvements if Congress approves the 
request. 

“Hopefully every county will join in 
this effort,” Conley said. “This federal 
stimulus package presents a great oppor- 
tunity for counties to get much-needed 
funding to repair their county roads.” If 
approved, the money will be used strictly 
for road improvements - nothing else.” 

Conley noted that the funds will be 
requested through the governer’s office. 

In other business, court members 
voted to approve the opening of bids for 
the proposed animal shelter. Work on the 
project is scheduled to begin this March. 

The shelter will be located in the 
former Valley Farm Supply building at 
Grassy. 

Before adjourment, the court voted 
to increase the wages of county road 
department employee Willard Jenkins to 
the same amount of other laborers fol- 
lowing the expiration of his probation 
period. 

Court members present included 
Magistrates Denzil Potter, Stanley 
Riggsby and Burton Stacy, and Judge 
Executive Tim Conley.

Not Much Stops 
Carriers From 
Rounds 

It's “Snow Surprise Walks 
and Drives Should Be 
Cleared for Mail Delivery 

There aren’t many things that 
will stop a letter carrier from 
completing his or her appointed 
rounds. But an injury caused by 
ice and snow-covered walks and 
approaches is one of them. 

Fortunately, that is easily pre- 
vented when customers keep a 
few simple things in mind. 

“We really appreciate when 
people clear the path to their 
mailbox,” said West Liberty 
Postmaster Eddie Negron. 
“Whether their letter carrier de- 
livers on foot or from their ve- 
hicle, it’s much safer and quicker 
for them when customers shovel 
the snow and de-ice the walk- 
ways.” 

According to the West Liberty 
postmaster, customers should 
check the area surrounding their 
mailbox daily to be sure no ice 
has built up. Just because there 
is only a dusting of snow doesn’t 
mean that there isn’t a hazard 
lurking underneath the powder. 

“Many times there is a patch 
of ice under the snowy spot,” 
said Negron. “The carrier can’t 
see it and could slip.” 

For roadside boxes, custom- 
ers should clear any piles created 
by snow plows that make it dif- 
ficult for a carrier to reach the 
box from the delivery vehicle. 
This is a problem especially as 
the winter season wears on. 

“Each time it snows the pile 
from the plows get bigger and 
eventually it prevents the deliv- 
ery vehicle from pulling up 
alongside the box,” said Eddie 
Negron. “Then, it turns to ice and 
is very difficult to remove.” 

The West Liberty Postmaster 
suggests a quick shovel after ev- 
ery snowfall to ensure uninter- 
rupted mail delivery. 

“We know how much people 
look forward to receiving their 
mail, and we want to deliver it 
safely all through the winter,” 
said Negron.

Dr. Maddox said. “Our power’s 
the first to go off, and the last to 
come back on.”

FEXINGTON, Ky. — The 
USDA’s Farm Service Agency 
(FSA) Administrator Teresa 
Lasseter has announced that the 
sign-up period for the 2005-2007 
Crop Disaster Program (CDP) 
will end February 27, 2009. 
Sign-up for Quality losses under 
CDP began June 23, 2008, and 
sign-up for Quantity losses be- 
gan October 15, 2007. 

The CDP provides benefits to 
farmers who suffered losses to 
their 2005-2007 crops from natu- 
ral disasters and related condi- 
tions. Producers who incurred 
qualifying quantity or quality 
losses in 2005, 2006 or 2007 may 



receive benefits for only one of 
these years. However, producers 
may apply for benefits for losses 
to multiple crops as long as the 
losses occurred in the same crop 
year. 

The ending date of Feb. 27 
applies to the receipt of a signed 
and completed FSA-840 applica- 
tion along with all supporting 
documentation and required 
forms at the applicable county 
FSA office. Sign-up information 
and required forms are available 
at each county FSA office. Fate 
filed applications will not be ap- 
proved after the Feb. 27 deadline. 

All application determinations 
will be made by March 27, 2009. 
For further questions about CDP 
and the sign-up deadline, produc- 
ers may contact their county FSA 
office or visit FSA’s website at 
http://www.fsa.usda.gov.

and we don’t want anyone to get 
hurt,” Howard said. “We will get 
the power back on as soon as pos- 
sible. I want to thank everyone 
for understanding and for help- 
ing us in our efforts.” 

City Clerk Sally Barker noted 
that several AEP customers on 
Keeton Heights also lost power 
for approximately 12-18 hours on 
Jan. 28. 

City water operations were 
also affected by extensive power 
outages. 

“The water plant on Hwy. 519 
was shut down for about 24 
hours,” Barker said. “This mostly 
affected people living in the 
city’s higher elevations. The 
power was eventually restored at 
the water plant around 10 p.m. 
on Jan. 28.” 

Judge Executive Tim Conley 
said on Friday that county water 
district customers also experi- 
enced a loss of service. 

“County water pumps were 
shut off on Jan. 28,” Conley said. 
“All of the pumps were turned 
back on by Jan. 29 except for the 
tank at Cow Branch. Anyone 
without service can pick up wa- 
ter at the water district office or 
any local fire department.” 

Conley noted that shelters 
have been set up at the Commu- 
nity Center in West Liberty and 
Blackwater Fire Department in 
Ezel for anyone without utility 
service. Local churches also as- 
sisted members with temporary 
home placements. 

A lengthy clean-up period is 
expected for the removal of an 
estimated 5,000 fallen trees. 

“It could take at least a month 
to removal all the trees,” Conley 
said. “Fortunately, EKCC War- 
den John Motley has provided 
two inmate crews to help us, and 
we hope that they will remain 
with us until everything is cleared 
away. 

“We also have many local citi- 
zens helping remove trees from 
their own neighborhoods, includ- 
ing farmers who have provided 
tractors. Volunteers from the 
Blackwater and Hwy. 172/Ped- 
dler Gap fire departments are 
also assisting in this collaborative 
effort.” 

Kentucky National Guards- 
men, activated statewide by Gov. 
Beshear, sent contingents into 
this and other neighboring coun- 
ties to assist county and state 
highway crews with clearing 
roads of fallen trees and debris. 

County schools remain closed 
following the arrival of heavy 
snow on Tuesday evening. 

City street department em- 
ployees are also working to re- 
move fallen trees in their service 
area, as well as Mountain Tele- 
phone employees who are work- 
ing to restore service to custom- 
ers throughout their network. 

Mountain Telphone Outside 
Plant Manager Rick Pelfrey said 
on Friday that several telephone 
cables were down, but are not 
broken. 

“Approximately 10-15 per- 
cent of our entire service area ex- 
perienced service drops,” Pelfrey 
said. “This has been affecting 
customers in Morgan and Wolfe 
counties. We will be working 
around the clock to restore ser- 
vice to everyone hopefully this 
weekend.” 

Some homes and businesses 
were reported damaged by fall- 
ing trees and tree limbs. An ice- 
encased tree fell across the car lot 
of a local automobile dealer, 
causing minor damages, and 
homes in various communities 
were damaged. 

Schools, dismissed all last 
week due to the weather, hoped 
to be back in session by Wednes- 
day of this week. While most 
roads were free of ice and pass- 
able to most traffic Monday, fol- 
lowing a brief thaw on Sunday, 
traffic was restricted to one lane 
along many rural routes making 
them impassable to school buses. 
County road crews and local con- 
tractors spent Tuesday going 
back over these roads to open 
both lanes to traffic; however a 
four-inch snowfall Tuesday 
evening kept schools closed. 

During and following the 
storm, rural residents not only 
were without electric power, but 
gasoline to operate generators 
and fuel vehicles could not be ob- 
tained except in West Liberty, 
where gas stations had electric- 
ity to operate their pumps. Local 
gas stations did a landoffice busi- 
ness, as did local restaurants, 
where many people flocked for 
a warm meal and to stay warm. 
Citizens residing further from 
West Liberty were forced to drive 
to communities in neighboring 
counties to obtain gasoline, kero- 
sene, and water.

NRCS announces 
changes to WRP 
and signup deadline 

Natural Resources Conserva- 
tion Service in Kentucky is ac- 
cepting applications for the Wet- 
lands Reserve Program (WRP). 
Application ranking cutoff dates 
are January 30, 2009, March 27, 
2009, and May 29, 2009. WRP 
applications are continually ac- 
cepted and those applications 
received after the cutoff dates 
will be deferred until the next 
ranking cycle. 

The Wetlands Reserve pro- 
gram is a voluntary program of- 
fering landowners the opportu- 
nity to protect, restore, and en- 
hance wetlands on their property. 
Since 1996, the USD A Natural 
Resources Conservation Service 
(NRCS) has provided Kentucky 
landowners over $24,000,000 to 
restore 16,000 acres of cropland, 
pastureland and other altered 
lands to their original wetland 
conditions. 

The compensation portion of 
the Food, Conservation and En- 
ergy Act of 2008 for WRP is ef- 
fectively immediately and may 
be of special interest to local 
landowners. The new language 
in the 2008 Farm Bill authorizes 
the Secretary of Agriculture to 
pay as compensation for a WRP 
easement the fair market value 
of the land, as determined by an 
appraisal or an area- wide market 
analysis or survey. The amount 
paid is limited to a geographic 
cap or the landowner offer, 
whichever is less. Landowners 
can view the geographic rate cap, 
which establishes the maximum 
easement payment NRCS will 
pay for the corresponding 
county, and other program infor- 
mation, on the NRCS Kentucky

Landowners can enroll their 
land under a permanent easement 
option for a lump sum easement 
payment and up to 100 percent of 
the wetland restoration costs. Eli- 
gible lands include farmed wet- 
lands, prior converted cropland, 
farmed wetland pasture, farmland 
that floods from rivers, farmland 
with somewhat poorly drained 
soils, and current or abandoned 
cropland with tile lines, drainage 
ditches, dikes or other similar al- 
terations. 

See your local district conser- 
vationist to determine if your land 
qualifies.

In the Battle of Perry ville, Ky., 
on October 8, 1862 the Southern 
Confederacy sorely tested the 
mettle of the Union Army. The 
8th Ky. Union Infantry Regiment, 
formed at Estill Springs and com- 
manded by Col. Sidney M. 
Barnes, “was present, yet not en- 
gaged in the fighting at 
Perry ville.” The unit helped to 
push the rebel troops out of the 
state. 

The 8th Ky. Infantry was 
made of mostly Eastern Kentuck- 
ians from Estill County with 
some men from Morgan county 
and Wolfe County, the latter re- 
cently established in 1860. 

Regimental historian, Thomas 
J. Wright, wrote in 1880, he be- 
lieved the recruits “were excel- 
lent marksmen [who] only 
needed schooling and discipline.” 

However, after the Battle of 
Perryville, the men wanted to re- 
turn to their homes due to “anger 
over officers’ privileges, home- 
sickness, late pay, poor rations, 
and simple exhaustion.” 

Some soldiers left their unit 
with leave and some without, but 
had every intention of returning 
to duty. 

The Confederates were raid- 
ing in Eastern Kentucky. Union 
soldiers wanted to check on their 
families, property, and sought to 
put up provisions for the winter. 
The December 10, 1862 Frank- 
fort Daily Commonwealth listed 
these local soldiers: 

Company E: (Absent With 
Leave from Wolfe County) 
Elsberry Little, Alfort (Alford?) 
Shackelford, and William Gra- 
ham (Absent Without Leave from 



Wolfe County), Corporal Miles 
Wilson, Amos R. Williams, and 
George Little (Absent With Leave 
from Morgan County), Marion 
Walter (Absent Without Leave 
from Morgan County), Corporal 
William Bindon (probably, 
Lindon?). 

Company G: (Absent With 
Leave from Wolfe County) Elisha 
Bailey, Randal M. Olinger, and C. 
L. Shackelford (Absent Without 
Leave from Wolfe County), 



James Spence and John H. 
Stewart. 

After the soldiers returned to 
their unit, many were later en- 
gaged at significant battles at 
Stone River, Chickamauga, and 
Lookout Mountain. The Emanci- 
pation Proclamation took effect 
January 1, 1863, but did not in- 
clude slaves in Kentucky. It was 
not universally welcomed by the 
soldiers of the regiment.

LEXINGTON, Ky. — The 
USDA’s Farm Service Agency 
(FSA) Administrator Teresa 
Lasseter has announced that the 
sign-up period for the 2005-2007 
Crop Disaster Program (CDP) 
will end February 27, 2009. 
Sign-up for Quality losses under 
CDP began June 23, 2008, and 
sign-up for Quantity losses be- 
gan October 15, 2007. 

The CDP provides benefits to 
farmers who suffered losses to 
their 2005-2007 crops from natu- 
ral disasters and related condi- 
tions. Producers who incurred 
qualifying quantity or quality 
losses in 2005, 2006 or 2007 may 
receive benefits for only one of 
these years. However, producers 
may apply for benefits for losses 
to multiple crops as long as the 
losses occurred in the same crop 
year. 

The ending date of Feb. 27 
applies to the receipt of a signed 
and completed FSA- 840 applica- 
tion along with all supporting 
documentation and required 
forms at the applicable county 
FSA office. Sign-up information 
and required forms are available 
at each county FSA office. Late 
filed applications will not be ap- 
proved after the Feb. 27 deadline.

Kerosene Cookin’ 101 



The devastation and havoc of 
Mother’s Nature’s most recent 
ice storm had the trees bowing 
their heads to the ground in awe 
and acknowledgment of her 
power.
